NOTHING CLEAN ABOUT 
NATURAL GAS 

In response to Patty Hine’s letter 
(EW 2/4) about the claim that natural 
gas is a “clean bridge fuel,” it is the case 
that for a net unit of energy, natural 
gas releases less CO2 than oil or coal. 
However, the benefits of natural gas are 
rendered moot when one considers how 
it has come to be produced in recent 
years. 


Shale oil and gas fracking represents 
scraping the barrel of our fossil fuel re- 
sources. The wells produce a lot less and 
deplete much more quickly than the tra- 
ditional oil and gas wells that character- 
ized the early half of last century. 

The only way that shale oil and gas 
fracking has accounted for a significant 
increase in U.S. production has been by 
drilling a staggering number of wells. 
Flying into Dallas, the drilling pads 
make the surrounding countryside look 
like a patchwork quilt. 

The sheer number of wells requires a 
vast network of piping, valves, pumping 
stations, etc. Such a sprawling mass of in- 
frastructure invariably includes leaks, re- 
leasing natural gas into the atmosphere. 
Given that methane (natural gas) is a far 
more potent greenhouse gas than CO2 the 
claim that it’s a “clean bridge fuel” in ad- 
dressing climate change doesn’t hold up.

tal stay is whether there will be edible 
food. Oregon does not currently require 
hospitals to have a vegan option on the 
menu. With over 9.6 million U.S. vegans, 
it makes sense for there to at least be 
one option available for us. 

Oregon House Bill 2348 proposes 
that hospitals and long term care homes 
should have a 100 percent plant-based 
meal option for vegan patients. I’ve 
spent plenty of time in hospitals and, on 
top of being stressful and scary, it was 
hard to find healthy plant-based meals. 
HB 2348 will make appropriate meals 
available for vegan patients. 

If you are not vegan, this bill will not 
affect you. Nothing in the bill requires 
you to order a plant based meal, and non- 
vegan options will continue to be avail- 
able. Options are good for everyone. 

Being vegan is incredibly important 
to me; I shouldn’t have to skip meals in 
the hospital. If HB 2348 is passed, it will 
protect the rights of millions of people 
to eat healthy, ethical meals, without 
taking options away from anyone else.

ilitary weapons were generally never available to the public until 
relatively recently. Beginning in the 1970s, the NRA and arms 
industry began to advocate anovel and distorted interpretation of 
the Second Amendment, which promoted a private right to possess 
firearms based in part on the notion that this right was hinged 
on aright to rebel against the government itself. But the same 
Founders who drafted the Second Amendment had also defined 
treason in the body of the Constitution as “taking up arms” against the government. 

Military weapons are designed and intended for inflicting mass casualties on the enemy 
in combat, not for hunting or recreational use. Semi-automatic assault rifles, equipped 
with devastating lethal high velocity bullets and mega-capacity magazines, destroy the 
internal organs of their targets and cause extremely high fatalities. As an emergency 
room trauma surgeon who tried to save victims of a mass shooting perpetrated by a 
killer wielding such a weapon described it — the victims’ organs looked like overripe 
melons that had been smashed by a sledge hammer. There was nothing left to repair. 

In 1994, after 98 people were murdered by shooters wielding such weaponry in 
separate incidents in California and Texas, Congress passed a 10-year ban against 
the commercial sales of assault weapons. There were no mass shootings during the 
decade of the ban. 

But in 2004, a different Congress let the ban lapse and refused to extend it despite its 
success. Even worse, that same Congress, knowing that the carnage would resume after 
the expiration of the ban, enacted legislation, the Protection of Lawful Commerce in Arms 
Act (PLCAA) after lobbying by the arms industry and NRA, to immunize manufacturers 
and dealers of these military grade firearms from civil liability arising from the inevitable 
mass murders that resulted because of their reintroduction into the private market. 

Asample of the tragedies which followed include: Virginia Tech, 33 fatalities (2007); 
Fort Hood, 14 fatalities (2009); Sandy Hook Elementary in Connecticut, 27 fatalities 
(2012); San Bernardino, California, 14 fatalities (2015); the Orlando nightclub in Florida, 
49 fatalities (2016); Sutherland Springs, Texas, Baptist Church, 26 fatalities (2017); 
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Las Vegas, 58 fatalities (2017); Stoneman Douglas High School in Parkland, Florida, 
17 fatalities (2018), El Paso, Texas, 22 fatalities, 26 wounded (2019); Dayton, Ohio, 9 
fatalities, 27 wounded (2019). 

More recently, the utterly fabricated pseudo-justification for trafficking in military 
weaponry — the supposed “right” to commit treason by waging war against the 
government — has featured heavily armed seditionist “militias” plotting to attack the 
Capitol of Michigan to kidnap and execute its governor and other officials and — even 
more sinister — attack the very seat of the government of the U.S. Congress, in an effort 
to murder the vice president, the speaker of the House, and the Senate majority leader 
and other legislators as well as others deemed “enemies” by the “militias.” This was 
nothing less than an attack on our democracy itself. 

The Jan. 6 armed assault of the Capitol overwhelmed security and came perilously 
close to decimating the nation’s Congress and obliterating the freedom of the people 
electing our leaders. And all of this was energetically provoked and encouraged by 
the warped contortion of the Second Amendment — acontortion that has its roots in 
the greed of the arms industry to generate revenue. It is now irrefutable that the cost 
to society of flooding the market with military weaponry is measured not only by the 
multitude of lives that already have been lost and broken, but likewise threatens the 
cost of civil war and the loss of all our cherished rights and freedom. 

For this, Congress grants “immunity” to the arms dealers? For rewarding sedition, 
mass murders, violent attacks on our Constitutional heritage of self-governing through 
free and open elections by the citizenry? 

It is past time for Congress to cease subsidizing those who profit by and engage 
in these horrendous attacks on the People, their children, and their government. I 
encourage all citizens to urge their representatives in Washington D.C. to immediately 
repeal the PLCAA. m

A Solution for Pollution 


AFTER DEALING WITH THE EFFECTS OF NEIGHBORHOOD POLLUTION FOR DECADES 
A LOCAL COALITION INVESTIGATES CAUSES AND SOLUTIONS 





rjorie Arberry-Baribeault believes pol- 
lution in west Eugene is the reason her 
daughter and her best friend’s son were 
diagnosed with Hodgkin’s lymphoma 
without any known family history of 
cancer. 

She alleges it’s no coincidence that 
two kids with no blood relation growing up in west Eugene 
near the J.H. Baxter wood treatment plant would have 
the same diagnosis. 

“I believe the pollution in west Eugene has something 
to do with my daughter getting sick,” she says. “I think it 
has something to do with my friend’s son getting sick.” 

Arberry-Baribeault’s story is not an anomaly. 

Many families living in west Eugene have dealt with 
the effects of J.H. Baxter for decades. The plant’s pol- 
lution continues to fill the air and because of its failure

Agency (LRAPA) and the Oregon Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality (DEQ) are among the organizations 
involved in the group. 

Dylan Darling, public affairs specialist for DEQ, says 
while they are still learning about the extent of the issue, 
the goal of the community engagement group is to have 
meaningful conversations with public stakeholders on 
the available information as well as to understand and 
address concerns from those living near the facility. 

“DEQ and other agencies want to hear from the public 
and people living there and how the industrial industry 
might be affecting them,” Darling says. “We are also get- 
ting a conversation going about how regulation relates 
to Baxter.” 

J.H. Baxter did not respond to request for comment. 

In addition to being charged almost $36,000 in fines 
over the years for various reasons, including water qual-

to properly store hazardous waste, according to the 
Environmental Protection Agency, has left traces in the 
soil and groundwater of local neighborhoods. For these 
communities, positive change may be on the horizon. 
A creation of a multi-agency coalition is involving local 
residents to discuss the effects of living near industrial 
facilities. 

This is the first time a group of this size has convened 
to collaborate, says Lisa Arkin, executive director of 
Beyond Toxics. 

“The goal is to share information about J.H. Baxter 
through different media and to involve the community in 
aplan to clean up J.H. Baxter,” Arkin says. Beyond Toxics, 
west Eugene residents, the Lane Regional Air Protection 
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ity violations and non-compliance, J.H. Baxter was also 
labeled a significant non-complier (SNC) by DEQ in 2011. 
According to the department, an organization can be 
designated as an SNC if it causes actual exposure through 
hazardous waste, violates the law willingly or is achronic 
violator. DEQ can use any one of the criteria in labeling 
an organization as an SNC. 

In December 2020 DEQ announced that it was inves- 
tigating an elevated level of dioxins, which are a group of 
toxic chemical compounds, found in soil near J.H. Baxter. 
A press release sent at the time said that the toxins did 
not pose an immediate risk and that J.H. Baxter was the 
suspected source, though it was not confirmed. 

The coalition held its first meeting in December and 


plans to meet around once a month. Arkin says that ac- 
countability is also an important goal of the collaboration. 
She says the neighborhoods and community members 
affected by J.H. Baxter have not been included in con- 
versations in the past. 

“I would say that this makes a difference for many ways, 
and for us, the most important way it makes a difference 
is to include the community in decision making processes 
in cleaning up for a frequent and significant polluter,” 
Arkin says. The community’s experience, she adds, is 
necessary to the process of regulating the plant’s actions. 

Arberry-Baribeault, who also works for Beyond Tox- 
ics as the west Eugene community organizer fellow, is 
a member of the coalition. She joined Beyond Toxics in 
October 2020 after taking it upon herself to investigate 
the pollution of nearby neighborhoods, which she thinks 
is responsible for her daughter’s cancer. 

Arberry-Baribeault says her daughter, Zion Thomp- 
son, was 18 when she was diagnosed. Thompson went 
through three years of radiation, chemo and hospital 
operations. 

“Thave a child who is nowcancer free, which is an abso- 
lute blessing in our lives,” Arberry-Baribeault says. With 
all the stress of a child with cancer, Arberry-Baribeault 
says she didn’t initially think about it being for any spe- 
cific reason. 

Then, her best friend’s son was diagnosed with the 
same cancer. Their family also had no recent history of 
cancer, Arberry-Baribeault says. Although Thompson is 
cancer free, Arberry-Baribeault says her friend’s son is 
still undergoing treatment. 

“They grew up together and played in the same parks 
in the same water. They went to the same daycare around 
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where we lived. I mean they grew up as cousins,” she 
says. The west Eugene neighborhood where Arberry- 
Baribeault raised Thompson was inexpensive. She ex- 
plains that many families purchase their starter homes 
there because the housing is cheaper. But they live ina 
bubble of pollution, she says. 

Since joining Beyond Toxics, Arberry-Baribeault says 
she has interviewed neighbors near the J.H. Baxter plant 
and has heard similar stories — the smell making them 
sick, random family members getting cancer. The coalition 
will provide a chance for these residents to give input on 
their lived experiences. 

“Tt will take decades to clean that up, but that’s why we 
need to start now,” Arberry-Baribeault says. m 
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The Bread Of Life, Given Away 


EUGENE RESIDENT CONNECTS WITH WHITEAKER NEIGHBORS THROUGH HIS FRESHLY BAKED BREAD

obbies sometimes rise out of unusual circumstances. Take Ed MacMullan 
and his discovery of his love of baking bread. 

MacMullan is a 64-year-old Eugene resident who retired three years ago 
after 28 years as an economic consultant, among other duties, at ECONorth- 
west, aconsulting firm. He was busy enough with volunteer work, including 
service on the Governor’s Earthquake Advisory Council and being a step- 
father to a high school-aged girl. 

Still, something was off in May 2020, the early days of the COVID-19 pandemic. 

“It was the isolation,” he notes, not being able to chat openly with his tight-knit Whiteaker 
neighbors. 

Then one day that month he opened up atwo-page spread in The New York Times — “How To 
Make Bread At Any Skill Level” — complete with instructions on no-knead bread, quick breads, 
sourdoughs and enriched breads. “I never made bread before, or pizza dough,” MacMullan says. 

He embarked on a multi-day task of making that first loaf, following the directions closely. 
“And my God,” MacMullan declares. “It came out not crappy. It was good.” 

So good, in fact, that he kept going — loaf after loaf, getting better and more confident in 
the process, which, from fermenting the starter to kneading, pre-forming and resting, can 
take up to a week for just a single loaf. 

He pokes around on YouTube for tips and shops locally for ingredients, a favorite of which 
is the flour from Camas Country Mill Bakery. 

Then he gives it all away to his friends in the Whit. 

It is, he explains, his way of staying in touch with the Whit community in these socially 
distanced times. Perhaps there will be some bartering, MacMullan says, but money will never 
be exchanged. One neighbor, he notes, has marked every Friday as “Bread Day” and is always 
eager to see MacMullan pull up with that day’s loaf. 

He aims for feedback because he can’t sample all the bread he bakes. There’s just too much 
of it, and not enough room at his home to store it. So far, MacMullan says, all the reviews have 
been favorable. 

“T'll believe them,” he says. “If they like it, I’ll keep doing this.” 

Even Eugene Weekly, which has devoted recent Slants to bread and received emails from 
readers regarding MacMullan’s bread, got into the act recently when MacMullan let us sample 
his “Country ‘Everything’ batard.” A batard is shaped similarly to a baguette but shorter. And 
every bite of this one is worth it. 

This always will be a hobby, MacMullan says. “There’s really good bakers in Eugene. I don’t 
want this to be a job.” 

Yet, as anyone engrossed in a hobby can attest, some expansion may be necessary. Mac- 
Mullan says he’s kicking the tires on converting the basement of his family home into a bread 
kitchen, if only to give his wife, Angie Bradford, an assistant at Arts & Technology Academy, 
the home’s main kitchen back. 

“I would do it every day,” MacMullan says, “but my wife would kill me.” 

For now, a chance to visit friends in the Whit has made MacMullan’s bread baking hobby 
worth enduring the pandemic. And the bread is outstanding, too. m

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FROM SEATTLE TO SYRIA, FROM RUSSIA TO AN ARREST IN CUBA, 
AN ECOSABOTEUR AND 12-YEAR FUGITIVE NOW AWAITS SENTENCING BY A EUGENE JUDGE

His biometric data matched information on an 
outstanding warrant from Oregon for a Joseph Dibee. 
He was allowed to board a plane to Havana, where he was 
arrested by Cuban agents, who contacted the U.S. and 
agreed to turn him over to federal authorities. 

The U.S. had finally captured one of the last remaining 
fugitives from the Northwest ecowars of the late 1990s, 
an outbreak of fires and other sabotage that gripped 
the region’s attention. In previous years 15 other people 
surrendered or were caught by federal agents who branded 
the young activists as “terrorists,” though they never 
injured or killed anyone. 

Thisis the story of Dibee’s years on therun, acomplex 
tale of international intrigue and betrayal. Except 
where noted, it’s based on court documents obtained 
by Eugene Weekly. 

The suspects in the case were believed to be 

part of an ecosaboteur group the feds say 

was known as “The Family,” and consisted 

of members of the Animal Liberation Front 
(ALF) and Earth Liberation Front (ELF). 

When he was arrested, Dibee had been 

a fugitive for more than 12 years. Currently 

released to a family member in Seattle, Dibee 

faces federal charges in Oregon, California 

and Washington in connection with an alleged 

ecosabotage conspiracy and arsons between 1997 

and 2001. 

The FBI and Joint Terrorism Task Forces 
investigation was called “Operation Backfire.” 
The investigation linked The Family to more than 
AO criminal acts and resulted in federal grand jury 
indictments of 17 people. Court records show 
several members — Dibee not 
included — were accused of 
arsons in Eugene that destroyed 
property at Childers Meat 
Company, a police department 
substation on 13th Avenue near 
the University of Oregon and 
Joe Romania Chevrolet Truck 
Center. The group targeted 
businesses involved in what it 


n route to Havana, Cuba, on May 21, 
2018, a man identifying himself as 
“Yousef Deba” was stopped by El 
Salvadorian authorities after he showed 
his passport and travel documents. 
He was photographed, his eye was 
scanned, he was twice fingerprinted 
and his electronics were searched. 
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believed to be acts of environmental destruction or 
profiting at the environment’s expense, hoping to spark 
change among others in the industry, according to court 
testimony in 2007 by Terri Wood, an attorney for Stanislas 
Meyerhoff. Meyerhoff was originally sentenced to 13 
years, one of the longest sentences, for his part in the 
ecosabotage. 

Court documents paint a picture of Dibee as a sensitive 
young man who loved nature, who inherited his father’s 
love for the outdoors and learning. His father encouraged 
him on amushroom picking trip to hunt rabbits with an 
air rifle. Dibee was profoundly saddened by the death of 
the rabbit, which he cooked and ate so it wouldn’t have 
died for no reason. He never hunted again. 

His parents once took him to see a hidden spot in 
the Cascades near Sultan, Washington, where he would 
return dozens of times. There he began to conceive of 
himself as an environmentalist. 

Dibee visited the spot for the last time two years later 
and found the forest unrecognizable, logging having wiped 
out every trace. He thought there had to be thousands 
of people with similar stories, a court filing says. “People 
whose own special places had been destroyed because 
of greed and mendacity.” 

That was the moment Dibee decided he had to do his 
part to stop environmental destruction. 

Dibee attended Seattle University part time while in 
high school and became an outdoor guide. He led student 
trips to public lands to show his peers the impacts of 
forest mismanagement. After graduating with a civil 
engineering degree, Dibee worked at the Washington 
Department of Ecology and later became a construction 
manager for a wastewater treatment plant. He used the 
last of his savings to rent ahome computer for amonth 
and a half, teaching himself Microsoft Networking on 
Windows 8.1 in 41 days and landing a job at Microsoft in 
the late 1990s. 

All the same, he suffered from a deep sense of 
disillusionment. 

It was at that time he heard about the plight of wild 
horses in the West, where the government was rounding 
up the horses, slaughtering them and exporting the meat 
for human and animal consumption.

DRASTIC MEASURES 


Wearing black clothing, Dibee and several others 
traveled in a van to the Cavel West horse meat packing 
plant in Redmond in July 1997, the feds say. One stayed 
with the van as a lookout and another listened to radio 
traffic ona police scanner while Dibee and the rest entered 
the slaughterhouse, where they placed timing devices 
built by Dibee. They returned to the van, poured acid 
on their clothes to destroy them and drove to Eugene. 

The meat packing plant was destroyed by fire. The 
group later claimed responsibility in a letter to The 
Oregonian. Dibee is also accused of helping destroy the 
Bureau of Land Management’s wild horse corrals near 
Litchfield, California, in 2001. 

In 2005 Dibee and an attorney met with the federal 
government in Seattle. The government explained the 
evidence it had gathered incriminating him in an arson 
that destroyed the horse slaughterhouse, and asked him 
to cooperate with the investigation. 

Not yet charged with any crimes, Dibee was told that 
he would be charged with the destruction of an energy 
facility —“acrime that he had nothing to do with,” he said 
—and could face 30 years in prison unless he cooperated 
and agreed to testify against other activists. 

He contacted his Syrian-born father, who suggested 
he go to Syria. 

Dibee went home and burned the incriminating 
evidence in his fireplace, according to court testimony 
from Assistant U.S. Attorney Geoffrey Barrow in 2019. 
A friend drove him to Mexico, and he flew from Mexico 
City to Beirut and to Syria. 

Dibee argues in a filing that he “did not flee from a 
pending court date or an indictment that had been filed 
against him.” He left the country “because what he had 
been told by the government was so far removed from 
areasonable resolution that it would be impossible... to 
ever achieve justice.” 

In early 2006 Dibee was indicted on charges of arson, 
conspiracy to commit arson and conspiracy to commit 
arson and destruction of an energy facility. In 2007, 10 
other participants in the ecosabotage received sentences 
of three to 13 years in the federal courthouse in Eugene. 
Still others were sentenced later. 


OVERSEAS 

Dibee arrived in Syria on Dec. 10, 2005. 

Dibee taught computer science and security between 
2006 and 2009 at the University of Kalamoon in Dayr 
Atiyah, Syria, where he created and eventually headed 
the environmental and civil engineering department. He 
later began working on asolar energy project he expected 
would produce 35 percent of the energy in the country, as 
well as provide power for seven million people, according 
to Dibee’s court testimony. 

Tensions were growing in Syria, and for atime, Dibee 
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managed to steer clear of trouble. But Syrian security 
officers soon demanded that he help them obtain a 
large quantity of U.S. dollars stolen from Iraq to make 
them electronically transferable. One night, terrorists 
breached the security wall at the complex, shooting and 
killing one of Dibee’s university colleagues. 

Dibee fled to Moscow, Russia. 

Dibee went into the biodiesel business in 2010 after 
finding Russia was behind on recycling oils to make 
biodiesel. He met a Syrian man with Russian citizenship, 
who he paid to help him obtain longer-term residency. 
Dibee later found out the man ran human trafficking 
operations from Syria and North Africa into Scandinavia, 
and he tried to enlist Dibee’s help in flying Arab refugees 
illegally into Finland. 

“Criminal elements were closing in on him just like in 
Syria,” his court filing says. Dibee left Moscow in 2018 and 
eventually settled in Krasnodar, a city of about 800,000 
people, where he later married. 

He worked odd jobs writing software and struggled 
to support his new wife and stepson, later traveling to 
Ecuador with an idea to start a business that would export 
coffee to Russia in an environmentally friendly way. 

“It seemed as if [Dibee’s] life was turning a corner,” 
his motion for release says. “He was happily married and 
for the first time experiencing the joy of being a father. 
The coffee business looked very promising. He had a 
valuable consulting contract with a gold mining group to 
design and engineer a mechanical separator that would 
be profitable and avert an environmental disaster.” 


EIGHT LONG DAYS 


But Dibee ran into trouble when he tried to visit 
Ecuador. During along layover in Havana, he was arrested 
by Cuban agents. 

He was taken to a detention facility, where he spent 
two or three hours in an outdoor cage before a Cuban 
military intelligence officer took him to a room and 
“aggressively interrogated” him in a mix of Russian, 
Spanish and English, his court filing says. 

After Dibee refused to confirm he was ina photograph 
he was shown, the officer ordered others in the room to 
remove his clothes and conduct a full body search, one 
placing an assortment of hand tools on the table next 


to him. “The Cuban intelligence officer assured [Dibee] 
that they would use the tools on him unless he confirmed 
his identity.” 

Dibee confirmed he was the person in the photo, and 
officers photographed him and ran DNA swabs through 
his mouth. Dibee was taken to a small corner cell, where 
he stayed for several days with no windows, no water 
and no toilet — “only a hole in the ground” — and he 
estimated the temperature in the cell was above 110 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

“Sitting alone on a concrete bench, the only sounds 
Joseph Dibee could hear were the buzzing mosquitoes and 
the sweat from his face splashing on the filthy concrete 
floor. After the 40th or 50th insect bite, he lost the will 
to swat the bugs away. The next three days were a haze 
of dehydration and hallucinations while being savaged 
by unimaginable heat,” the court filing says. 

Dibee passed out numerous times and recalls anurse 
checking on him in his cell, “maybe to ensure that he 
was not dead,” his filing 
says. “Somehow, Mr. Dibee 
lived through that for three 
days.” 

A nurse on the fourth 
day gave Dibee what he 
thought was a small cup 
of juice that made him feel 
drugged — “perhaps witha 
tranquilizer or antianxiety 
medication” — soon after 
drinking it. He recalls the 
Cuban intelligence officer 
telling him he needed to 
“tell us about the fires” if 
he wanted water. 

It didn’t take long for 
Dibee to start fabricating a story about robbing and 
burning banks, telling them he had been involved with 
stolen cars, partnered with long-deceased outlaw Jesse 
James and set fire to Microsoft. He lied as much as he 
could in hopes that he could stay in the cool room and 
drink water as long as possible. 

Cuban authorities rewarded him for cooperating by 
moving him to a different cell, which was only about 90 
degrees and had a faucet that was turned on for about 15 
minutes once a day. A couple of days in, the intelligence 
officer came to Dibee’s cell and accused him of lying, 
according to the court filing. “He told [Dibee] that unless 
he told the truth he would throw him in the ocean, and 
no one would ever know what happened to him because 
no one knew he was there.” 

The officer gave Dibeeastatementin English containing 
accurate details about the case and implicating Dibee, 
which he signed immediately out of fear for his life, his 
court filing says. 

“I can’t get an answer from the government about 
how they did that,” Matthew Schindler, the attorney 
representing Dibee, tells EW. Dibee was moved to another 
cell and given food for the first time since he arrived at 
the airport days prior. Dibee was sure it was dog food, but 
“anything was welcome at that point. He was no longer 
being taken to an interrogation room and questioned. 
[Dibee] had disappeared off the face of the earth for eight 
days courtesy of Cuban military intelligence.” 

On day eight, covered with scabs and insect bites and 
rail thin from starvation and dehydration, Dibee was 
taken from his cell and allowed to call his wife to let her 
know he was alive and detained in Cuba. 

Then he was driven back to the airport, where he was 
handed over to an American rendition team, his filing 
says. 

“Get on the plane,” the team said. “We can do this 
the easy way, or we can do this the hard way.” As U.S. 
authorities filmed, Dibee shuffled aboard the plane. 
Two federal agents tried to interrogate Dibee on the 
plane to which he responded that he was represented 
by counsel. “The interrogation ended,” the court filing 
says. Hours later, Dibee was turned over to U.S. Customs 
and Department of Homeland Security officials at the 
airport in Portland. 
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The U.S. government hasn’t yet clarified how it 
coordinated with a foreign nation it has no diplomatic 
relationship with to arrest him. In court testimony, Dibee 
referred to the time he was “kidnapped in Cuba.” 

“He was not kidnapped in Cuba,” a federal prosecutor 
said in court. “He was arrested on an arrest warrant out 
of this district.” The government asked the judge to keep 
him detained. 


COURT WHIPLASH 

Dibee took the stand at his Dec. 18, 2019, hearing in 
Portland U.S. District Court, his testimony detailing the 
environmental work he had been up to for the previous 
12 years. 

“The charges leveled against me are from three 
lifetimes ago,” Dibee said. “There are three different 
countries. They're three different languages. They're 
three different cultures ago. And, you know, as time 
goes by, people develop. They develop intellectually, 
they develop socially, they change their persona for the 
better, I should hope. And I can't say that I'm the same 
person today that I was a year ago. I — certainly not two 
decades ago.” 

For the last 15 years of his life, Dibee said, he had tried 
to effect positive change through good environmental 
and financial practices. 

Barrow said at the hearing that it was clear Dibee could 
make valuable contributions to society. “But he was not 
living in Russia and Syria for business opportunities,” he 
said. “He wasn't there for the research opportunities that 
were afforded. He clearly knew of the charges against him.” 

Federal Judge Ann Aiken granted Dibee’s pretrial 
release, placing him on house arrest. “I’m going to give 
you that acknowledgment today that I think you are a 
different person and you have enormous skills to provide 
and can do that while you're on pretrial release under 
these conditions,” she told Dibee at the hearing. 

Days later, the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
overturned the order releasing Dibee, saying he posed 
arisk of flight and danger to the community. 


TROUBLE BEHIND BARS 


Dibee was in jail in Portland on Dec. 30, 2019, when an 
inmate “blasted” him in the side of the face from behind, 
breaking his jaw, he says. The inmate — described as a 
neo-Nazi prison gang member — had reportedly heard 
that Dibee was an “Arab terrorist” who took down a 
power transmission line near Bend and was targeting 
that community. 

The inmate was quickly identified but has not been 
prosecuted, according to the court filing, and it wasn’t 
until three days after the incident that Dibee was admitted 
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to the Oregon Health & Science University emergency 
room. “The jail ignored the seriousness of Mr. Dibee’s 
injury for 72 hours while Mr. Dibee suffered excruciating 
pain from a displaced fracture in his jaw,” the filing says. 

Judge Aiken later said it was unacceptable that the 
court was not aware the attack happened until over a 
week later, adding that “anybody with aright mind” would 
have taken steps to protect Dibee given the heavy news 
coverage of the case. “I do not want to get a call that he 
was found hung or dead in the prison cell.” 

Defense investigator Erin Howell said in a report that 
Dibee had lost 17 pounds as aresult of the attack less than 
amonth after it happened and the jail consistently did not 
provide enough food, according to the court filing. The 
report also notes his physician’s “deep concerns” about 
Dibee not getting access to physical therapy, the filing says. 

In July 2020, U.S. Marshals took Dibee to a federal 
courthouse, where he remained for nine hours locked 
in a room with residual CS gas from recent protests 
downtown, according to the motion for release. Having 
suffered from asthma since he 
was achild, Dibee had his first 
serious asthma attack in 
years after returning to jail 
that night. The court filing 
says he continued to suffer 
respiratory distress over a 
month after being exposed 
to the tear gas. 

Thejail reported tothe court 
that Dibee needed to be moved out 
of the medical unit because it was getting 
full, Schindler tells EW. “If no one’s sick, why 
is medical getting full?” he recalls asking 
during the hearing. 

Dibee was first transferred to a mental 
health isolation unit in the jail before being 
moved to another unit. Schindler says he received 
a call from an investigator who said Dibee had lost his 
sense of taste and smell and tested positive for COVID 
two to three days later. 

“At least three inmates became sick because of the 
situation with Joe. You know, there was no rapid testing. 
There wasn't sufficient PPE, there wasn't sufficient 
sanitary supplies. I mean, they just didn't do shit,” 
Schindler says. “It's kind of a brilliant strategy. If you 
don't test, no one’s sick.” 


THIRD TIME’S A CHARM 
Shackled and sitting on a metal stool in the Mark O. 

Hatfield U.S. Courthouse in Portland, Dibee again appeared 

in court on Jan. 8, 2021, following his third motion for 











release. Aiken said at the hearing she was shocked to 
learn that Dibee had been moved out of the medical unit 
over her objection while recovering from his injury, then 
contracted COVID-19 and was sent back to the unit. 

Aiken said that while the charges against Dibee 
were serious, she didn’t believe he was a danger to the 
community at that point. She ordered Dibee be released 
to live with his sister pending a negative COVID-19 test 
and, after completing quarantine, he be allowed to live 
with and care for his father. He will be subject to GPS 
monitoring, computer monitoring software installed on 
his phone and computer, and home confinement with 
limited exceptions. 

Aiken said at the hearing she was disappointed that 
there was no updated COVID test result for Dibee at the 
time of the hearing. “I want that test done and I want 
to know his status,” she said. “He’s entitled to have the 
medical care, and I don’t want him moved out of the 
medical unit until he’s released.” 

Dibee was released from custody Jan. 12. A status 

conference is scheduled for March 10 and a jury 
trial is set for March 16. 

Josephine Overtaker remains the only 
fugitive from the Operation Backfire 
investigation. At this point, all of 
the other people indicted in the 
ecosabotage, who are still alive, 
have served time and been 

released. &

Art from Near and Far 


HIGHLIGHTS FROM WHITE LOTUS GALLERY’S PERMANENT COLLECTION

n this moment of COVID-19 restrictions, when 
people around the world are being asked to limit 
their travel, Eugene’s White Lotus Gallery pres- 
ents us with art from as far away as China and 
as near as Eugene. Highlights from the Gallery 
Collection is drawn from the gallery’s permanent 
collection and features works from 21 different 
artists. The exhibit runs until March 6. 

A problem that artists often face, regardless of the 
culture with which they identify, is how to make a portrait 
that is both personal and universal. 

Yuji Hiratsuka, whose intaglio with collé print called 
“Urban Preacher II” is included in the show, typically 
leaves specific features off of his figures. Leaving off the 
eyes — the so-called windows to the soul — might seema 
strange custom for an artist, but Hiratsuka relates this 
practice of omission to the simplicity of zen. 

“Tn this case,” he says, “I always leave the face blank or 
flat and profile very simple. I do not draw eyes or noses on 
my portraits. The human face is always changing; the face 
at work is different from the face that enjoys the love.” 

Hiratsuka was born in Osaka, Japan, and studied art 
education at Tokyo Gakugei University (Tokyo Teach- 
ers’ University). He initially came to the U.S. to pursue 
a graduate degree in printmaking at New Mexico State 
University and has been an art professor at Oregon State 
University, teaching drawing and printmaking, since 1992. 

In addition to having works at White Lotus Gallery, 
his art is also included in permanent collections of such 
institutions as the British Museum, Tokyo Central Mu- 
seum and Portland Art Museum. 

He Xueshengisa Chinese artist who was raised to graze 
sheep but became more interested in painting. He has 
three oil paintings in the exhibit: “Journey,” “Dwellings” 
and “Opera — Back Stage.” 

Xuesheng got his start as a commercial artist with 
the Wu Shong Cigarette Factory. In 1992 he moved from 
the SuPu village, where he was raised, to the Beijing area, 
whichis where he still resides. He paints whatever he wants 
now — versus ads for cigarettes — ina style he calls “Tu 
Feng,” or folk custom. He has been represented by White 
Lotus Gallery since 1995. 

White Lotus gallerist Jennifer Huang says the wonder-

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ful “Opera— Back Stage” (1996) most likely represents a 
performance in the rural area the artist hails from rather 
than the Beijing opera. The subject matter then, acrowded 
mass of operatic figures, is arural interpretation of city life. 

“Southwest Exposure” (1997) by Frank Okada (1931- 
2000) is an oil on shaped paper. The piece is characteristic 
of Okada’s career as an abstract artist. He was awardeda 
Whitney Fellowship in 1957, a Fulbright Fellowship in 1959 
and a Guggenheim Fellowship in 1967. In 1969 he moved 
to Eugene to work as an art professor at the University 
of Oregon. 

Okada was born in Seattle. His parents were from 
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the Hiroshima area in Japan, and came to the U.S after 
World War I. During World War II, they and Okada and his 
siblings spent three years in two detention or relocation 
camps. After the war the family returned to Seattle, where 
Okada went to art school; he then was drafted into the 
army, where he spent time in Korea during the Korean war. 

Okada taught art at the University of Oregon for 30 
years. His work is widely housed in permanent collections

around the world as well, including at the Jordan Schnitzer 
Museum of Art. 

White Lotus Gallery does not plan on having any af- 
filiated art receptions, talks or events corresponding to 
this show, either in person or online. While some partici- 
pating artists are near, others live abroad and still others 
have passed away. Even without the social restrictions 
currently in place, Huang says it makes sense to forgo 
the traditional art talk. 

“The art will have to speak for itself” she says. =

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Still a Hometown Hero 


A NEW DOCUMENTARY LOOKS AT COOS BAY’S RELATIONSHIP WITH 
PRE AND THE LEGACY HE LEFT BEHIND

one of the running records set by Steve 
Prefontaine stand today, nor does the 
Hayward Field as it was when he set 
many of them. But his presence still 
stands tall in the running community 
and in Oregon. Although his name and 
likeness are scattered throughout Eu- 
gene, from trails to murals on buildings, filmmakers of a 
new documentary say not many have explored the role 
of Coos Bay in creating the legend of Pre. 

A new documentary titled Pre’s People looks at the 
legacy Pre left behind with never-before-seen documents 
and photos that, as it turns out, offer a way of preserving 
the town’s history. Hollywood films have focused on the 
24-year old’s James Dean-esque qualities, but two Coos 
Bay natives, Brad Jenkins and Travis Johnson, have aimed 
the cameras at those who grew up and coached Pre. 

Both filmmakers grew up in Coos Bay and were active in 
athletics at Marshfield High School as Pre was — Jenkins 
in football and Johnson in cross country. In 1975, Jenkins’ 
father was the athletic director at Marshfield High, and 
around that time he says he remembers seeing Pre run 
for the first time, which ended up being the last record 
he ever set when he finished the 2,000 meters in 5:01:4. 

“I thought Pre was this cool guy. He had these cool 
sweats and long hair,” Jenkins says. “Three weeks later 
he died, and they hada funeral at Marshfield at the track. 
I rode my bicycle over from the elementary school and 
went to the funeral.” 

Jenkins kept the poster from that final meet, and it’s 
the origin of the documentary. Jenkins says he scanned 
the poster and handed copies out to people in Coos 
Bay. “They started telling me these funny Prefontaine 
stories,” he says. ;

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got to work. “Let’s focus on what Pre was like growing up 
in our town,” Johnson recalls telling Jenkins when his 
friend first proposed the project. 

The documentary features a lot of unreleased photos, 
video footage and Pre’s training documents. Jenkins says 
as the research went on for the documentary, people 
would offer them things like Super 8 mm footage at meets 
or negatives of Pre. Jenkins’ father was able to use his 
connections as an athletic director at the high school to 
put Jenkins in touch with former teammates and coaches. 

Johnson says that growing up in Coos Bay, he knew 
of Pre as the tenacious runner who never held back on 
the track, but he didn’t know his background. “When we 
talked with his teammates, his coaches and competitors, 
you really got a feel of just how hardcore and intense and 
laser-focused he was when it came to running,” he says. 

The filmmakers also traveled to Boise to interview Phil 
Pursian, who was the assistant coach at Marshfield High 
School when Pre ran there. “Pursian was the one who really 
dialed Pre in,” Johnson says, adding that Pursian was in 
charge of writing special workouts for Pre because he 
was performing at a different level than his teammates. 

Johnson recalls arriving at Pursian's house and discov- 
ering the former coach has a room dedicated to Pre. “A 
Prefontaine shrine, mini-museum,” he says. “He has not 
just memorabilia and signed autographs and photographs 
of him and Pre back in the day, but more importantly, he 
had three or four notebooks that were his coaching note- 
books.” Those notebooks are filled with Pre’s high school 
workouts and goals, he says. “it was like the secret sauce, 
the nitty gritty of what made him so great.” 

Jenkins says that no one has ever seen those logs 
before. “That’s what makes this project such a beauty,” 
he adds. 

Filming for the documentary started in 201] and started 
post-production work in 2015. After years of chipping away 
while juggling full time jobs, the filmmakers released it on 
Pre’s birthday, Jan. 25. Of course, COVID-19 has delayed 
any large premiere party, but they say they have plans to 
have an event at Coos Bay’s historic Egyptian Theater. 

In the process of making the documentary, three of 
the subjects have died, including Walt McClure, Pre’s 
head coach at Marshfield High. “I’m glad we did it just 
to preserve that history,” Jenkins says. “Some of those 
stories would’ve been lost forever.” =
